There is an association called the Wom­ 
en's Silk Culture Association, and its 
first annual m<*ctmg was held in Phila­ 
delphia a few days ago. The object of 
this association is rational and practical, 
aud is to help the condition of American 
women by inducing farmers’ wives an*I 
daughters in this country to mid silk 
culture to their other industries. To 
some, this may apiicar as impracticable 
as Lei Due’s tea farming, but after exam­ 
ining the subject they w ill find that there 
is nothing to prevent the successful cul­ 
ture of silk iii the United States. The 
manufacture of- silk in this country is 
rapidly increasing eve!y year, but it is a 
fact all the raw silk used by our iiiuiiu- 
facturers is imported. It is Haul by per­ 
sons who are com etoid to speak, that 
the climate and soil of mauy of tin* Stab s 
of the#Uuion, particularly iii the South, 
are as well suited for the cultun* of silk 
as France and Italy. 
The silk culture is carried on to a large 
extent in these countries, and it is tin 
opinion 
of 
many persons 
that 
it 
would be idle to attempt to compete with 
them in the culture of silk for two rea­ 
sons. The first is that labor is much 
cheaper 
in 
Europe 
than 
iii 
this 
country, 
and 
therefore 
it wouldJnot pay any man or woman to 
attempt the culture of silk on a scale 
which would necessitate the hiring a if 
many hands, because the - price which 
they would be compelled to pay would 
greatly reduce the profits. 
But the plan 
suggested is, that the women of the 
household could carry ou this industry 
themselves with the assistance of one or 
two Ixiys or girls during the busy seasou. 
It is claimed that this would pay the 
women well for their labor, and beside 
that it would render the country an im­ 
portant service. When earned on rn this 
manner the the capital required is sur­ 
prisingly small. The trays can be made 
at home, aud liesides these, an ounce of 
eggs, 
a 
book of instructions, 
aud 
good supply of leaves, are all the capital 
required. The Women’s Association have 
tho eggs fen* sale at a price tliat barely 
covers tile original cost, and books of in­ 
struction can also bo procured of them. 
Another difficulty which is said w ill 
hinder the culture of silk in the United 
States is the lack of filatures ’n this 
country. They are small reels, a finely 
made instrument for drawing ofT silk 
from the cocoons. In Europe these Ilia 
turos arc extensively used and were pat­ 
ented in that country. In tl's respect 
Yankee genius is lagging, but it is said 
that aa American has nearly finished a 
filature which will lie an improvement 
on 
those 
used 
in 
Europe. 
Should 
tb s 
filature 
prove 
a success the greatest difficulty in the 
way of cultivating silk would be re­ 
moved. 
Our silk manufactures are on the in­ 
crease, and very rapidly. Last year over 
$15,0(10,000 worth of silk was manufac­ 
tured in New Jersey alone. Then again, 
some idea can lie obtained in regard to 
tho growth of Hie industry in this coun­ 
try, by comparing the importation of raw 
silk. In 
1878, the amount 
was only 
$5/100,009. In 1879 it ran up to $8,000,000, 
and last year it took a leap to $12,000,000. 
Iii order to encourage the culture of 
si'k iii this country a mercantile firm in 
Philadelphia, has offered a prize of $500 
for the best four pounds of cocoons.

Colonel Stephenson, of the United 
States Geological Survey, has turned 
another page in the long-scaled volume 
of American antiquities.

Marreloos Results of Modern Newspa­ 
per Enterprise.

Forbes, the famous London war corre­

Brown—which column I accompanied— 
carried tho Afghan fortress of Ali 
Musjid. 
Immediately upon entering 
the fort I turned and walked boca 
about half a mile to where my horse 
was, and then galloped down tho Khy- 
ber Pass ten miles to Jumrood, w hen, 
at nine a. rn., I telegraphed to the 
Daily News the account of the fall. 
A 
special edition of the Daily News con­ 
taining the account was selfing in Fleet 
street at eight o'clock—precisely tho 
same hour nominally at which the fort 
was entered, and one hour earlier than 
the date at which tho telegraph was 
dispatched. 
This result was brought 
about by the difference in time between 
India and England of live hours. 
It 
was immediately telegraphed from En­ 
gland to America, reaching in time for 
J 
iublieation the New York morning 
oumals, and was sent from New York 
Nots I all over the American continent, ap­ 
pearing in all the papers, those of Chi­ 
cago and San Francisco included. This 
result was achieved by the difference of 
five hours' time between London and 
New York, fifty-five minutes' time be­ 
tween New York and Chicago, and 
three hours between New York and San 
y m n cisco. " 
“ How many words did you got off?" 
“ Only about eighty. Experience has 
told me that on such occasions it is best 
to condense the most important matters 
into 200 or 300 words at most and send 
tho condensed dispatch in advance of 
the full account which goes forward 
next day. 
There is great danger in 
sending long dispatches; for instance, 
the _• long send ’ of tho Ali Musjid vic­ 
tory did not get into the papers until 
the next day. 
“ I suppose this is pretty expensive 
work for the paper indulging in itP" 
“ I question whether any one in this 
country has any idea of the vast ex­ 
pense of the system of telegraphic cor­ 
respondence. 
During tho Kusso-Turk- 
ish war the Daily News had probably 
a dozen regular correspondents on tho 
two fields of Europe and Asia and each 
of these had a smaller or larger retinue 
of couriers, and a smaller or larger stud 
of horses, and was incurring an expen­ 
diture commensurate with the position 
in which he happened to find himself. 
Take my own case: I have had at one 
time as many as eight servants to act as 
couriers and fourteen horses. 
If I 
started out ou a long ride I would take 
six to eight horses with me. 
These 
I would leave on the way at intervals of 
twenty miles to be used as relays when 
riding back from tho scene of action to 
the telegraph base, 150 miles in the 
rear. 
There being no postal facilities, 
eveiything has to no done by tho cor­ 
respondent himself, or by couriers. 
My colleague, MacGahan—an Ohio man 
—had 
probably 
nearly 
as many, 
and Frank Millett, the Boston paint- 
cr—another colleague of mine—would 
have at least half as many. 
Remem­ 
ber, too. in addition, that there was a 
totally distinct theater of war, present­ 
ing equal difficulties, in Asia Minor; 
that then there had to be representa­ 
tives both in Europe and Asia Minor, 
on the Turkish side as well as the Rus­ 
sian; that bribing had to be done; that 
everything had to be carried on by tele­ 
graph, not at press but at full rates; 
that wages were high and the cost of 
living higher; that to spare expendi­ 
ture in anything was the worst possible 
economy, and some faint idea may be 
gained of what it costs to run a cam­ 
paign of ordinary new-school war cor­ 
respondence." 
“ Would you mind mentioning some 
especially large jobs In the telegraphy 
line you have accomplishedP" 
“ I have on two different occasions 
telegraphed eight columns from Bu­ 
charest to England, each 
message 
probably costing £300 sterling hi their 
telegraphic tolls, in addition to all the 
sundry expenses. 
I have four times 
ridden over one hundred miles, without 
resting, back to a telegraph wire, and 
on one occasion my telegrams from 
South Africa—appearing in a singlo im­ 
pression of the Daily News—cost that 
paper in telegraphy alone £628 sterling, 
or, in American currency, $3,140. The 
total cost of that day's work to the pa- | 
per would probably represent $5,000, 
since the result had Ion" to be waited 
for, and to accomplish it I required to 
have over half a dozen horses, a couple 
of which were killed in the ride." 
“ What did you do when your horse 
was killcdP" 
“ Took the saddle and bridle off and 
walked o n - sometimes a distance of j 
four or five miles—to where tho next 
relay was."
